Anthony Eden had already stated his policy and 
that this polite: was net acceptable to Egypt. “Hf 
the British Gosernment is going to continue the 
_ policy it declared yesterday, there will be no com- 
| promise, The result is going to be war,” he added. 
Salem said: “Though you may annihilate our 
troops, you will never have the canal. We can easily 
bury it. The banks will be exploded. Every 
inch of the canal could be destroyed. Already we 
are prepared for this.” 


“23,000,000 Nassers” 


“Already we ean cut the canal at any point we wish. 
We will destroy it, You may rebuild it, but you will need 
a million soldiers to guard it,” Satem said, 

Major Salem declared: ‘Hiden has said several times 
during the last few days that he insists on international 
controlof the canal, Kevpt will object to that.” 

Salem said: “Eden said the removal of Nasser 
will solve Britain's problem. He is wrong. There are 
23,000,000 Nassers in Egypt with the same idea as 
the Colonel.” 

Major Salem said: “We are waiting to know what is 
(he purpose of all these warships in the Mediterranean. 
What is your next move to be?” 

Ife said that Eyypt was “waiting to see what will 
happen.” 

The former Minister said he had no power in the 
Eyyptian Government now, but talked with President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser almost every day.—France-Presse.

INALLY, the hitherto untold 

stury of how Annigoni 
nearly refused to finish hls 
portrait of the Queen can be told 
for the first time. 


He had accepted the com- 
mivslon to paint the Queen with- 
out hesitating. He knew it was 
un oppor.unily that could place 
him in the forefront of the 
world's artists, Nothing was 
signed, no contract was 
drawn up, He simply wrote a 
letter agrecing to paint the port- 
ralt and accepted without ques- 
tion the fee of £2,000. 


From the start everything 
went smoothly, Officials of the 
Fishmongers ny saw ihe 
prouminury sketcnes and even 
went, occasionally, to Bucking- 
ham Palace to see how the 
portralt was progressing. 


There was no hint of trouble 
until Annigoni discovered they 
were making plans to release the 
painting to the Press and to 
handle reproduction of the por- 
trait themselves, 


He wrote to Colonel Stirling, 
head of the Fishmongers Com- 
pany, pointing out that he 
reserved the right to the copy- 
right of the painting himself. 

Tne Fishmongers Compiny 
replied that the copyright of o 
painting belongs not to the 
artist but to whoever had com- 
missioned it, and they must 
inslst on their rights. 

But under Itallan law the 
copyright of any painting always 
rests with the artist. Too late 
Annigoni discovered that English 
law was different, He took legal 


advice, byt was told that in any 
court of law here he would stand 
no chance. 


This was not the cnd of the 
dlspute. Hitherto it had 
been confined to letters between 
Annigon! and the Fishmongers 
Company, Now tt flared up 
openly, 


Annigoni told me: 
Never ai question of moncy, 
although as a matter of prin- 
ciple [ thought 1 was complcte- 
ly wrong that they should be 
able io make far more moncy 
out of the copyright than they 
had pald me for painting the 
portrait.
